HAGUE CONFERENCE 


Tiie Hague, Aus- -I—The text or 


the American proposiu-m for the es- 
tablishment of a peiinancnt court of 
arbitration has been completed and 
will come up for discussion Aug. 28. 
It consists of 26 articles. The first 
article records the desire of the signa- 
tory powers to organize an "Interna- 
tional High Court of Justice, easily as-' 
cessible and free ot charge, with 
judges representing the various sys- 
tems of laws of the v/orld and capa- 
ble of ensuring a continuation of ar- 
bitration by jurispudence." The second 
provides that the judges must be 
"Jurisconsults of known competency 
in international law, selected so far as 
possible from the members of the per- 
manent court of arbitration.." Accord- 
ing to the third and fourth articles 
judges are appointed for terms of 12 
years and will enjoy diplomatic privi- 
leges and immunity while exercising 
their functions.

RACE PROBLEM TO THE FRONT 


THE 


Secretary Praises President Roosevelt 


For His Sympathy For the Negro 
and Declares Booker Washington to 
Be One of the Great Men of the Age. 
Advice to Southerners. 


Lexington, Ky., Aug. 23. — In his 


campaign for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination, Secretary Taft made 
here his first speech in the south. 
Issues of importance to the southern 
people were dealt with by him, and in 
choice language he invited southern- 
ers to lay aside their prejudices and 
join the ranks of the progressive 
states. He talked of the race question, 
tariff, trusts and railroad rate regula- 
tion. He applauded President Roose- 
velt for his sympathy for the negro 
and spoke of Booker T. Washington as 
one of the greatest men of the age. 
Calling attention to what he called 
the south's lack of representation in 
the councils of the nation. Mr. Taft 
in his address declared that this was 
true because one single Issue has made 
it the perpetual tail of the Democratic 
party, so that however small the north- 
ern head it wags its tail. He called 
attention to the prosperity of Ken- 
tucky's industries and agricultural 
wealth and expressed the belief that 
many Kentuckians who favored a 
protective tariff had hlindly voted the 
Democratic ticket because of the feel- 
ing on the race issue. 


Mr. Taft discussed the provisions of 


the 13 and 14th amendments and 
called attention to the development of 
the negroes, starting with the greatest 
illiteracy and ignorance until they be- 
came self sustaining, 
giving 
much 


praise to Booker Washington and oth- 
ers who had urged "the wisdom of 
making the education manual and in- 
dustrial for the benefit of the race." 
After mentioning the various means 
of disfranchising voters, declaring that 
such laws were proper if applied with 
equal fairness to both white and black 
he expressed the hope that as the 
colored citizens would "become re- 
spected business members of the com- 
munities in which they lived and when 
they exercise independence of judg- 
ment in respect to political issues, we 
may be sure that gradually the right 
to vote will be accorded them and 
they will exercise a far more useful 
influence as intelligent and solid mem- 
bers of the community for the benefit 
of their race t^an the ignorant mem- 
bers of their race would have.exer- 
cised, had they been allowed to vote. 
It is our duty to see to it that the 
negro's path is made as easy as we can 
and that his progress is as incessant 
as proper encouragement can make it. 
His best friend—the one that can do 
most for him and the one in many re- 
spects who sympathizes 
with him 


most—is the southern white man." 


An Eye^orTFT-ance. 


Berlin, Aug. 23.—The attention of 


the German government is fixed upon 
the events at Casablanca. 
The pre- 


sumption, 
of course, is that the 


French government will observe its 
declarations at the beginning of the 
operations and remain in Morocco 
only long enough to restore order. Yet 
the indications are that Prance's defi- 
nition of that period will depend on de- 
velopments in the situation, and may 
be a long one. Dispatches from the 
German embassies at Madrid and Paris 
report that negotiations have begun 
between France and Spain looking to 
hastening the organization of the in- 
ternational 
Moroccan police. 
The 


French^ action in sending warships to 
Casablanca in the circumstances is 
approved here in principle. 


Threatened to Pass Dividend. 


New York, Aug. 23.—That Wall 


street nearly enjoyed the sensation of 
the Standard Oil company passing its 
usual quarterly dividend of $6 a share, 
was declared in the financial district. 
The regular meeting held last week 
found the directors sharply divided on 
the dividend subject. Several of them 
declared with emphasis that the divi- 
dend should be passed as a rebuke to 
the administration, and particularly 
in view of the $29,240,000 fine levied 
by Judge Landis against the Indiana 
subsidiary of the company. 


Expelled From Germany. 


Stuttgart, Aug. 23.—Mr. Quelch, one 


of the English delegates to the Inter-

it will be some time, though the 


navigation of the air is assured, before 
a daily ride in an air ship ceases tc 
be a novelty. The air ship as a popu- 
lar mode of 
transportation will be 


even slower in coming into use than 
the automobile was. We even yet oc- 
casionally hear of a man or woman 
who has never ridden in a steam road 
train and more frequently one whc 
is unacquainted with the electric cars 


But aerial navigation is so new tha< 


even the commonest experiences oi 
the aeronaut make interesting 
read- 


ing for the masses. 


Probably the nrst shock the novicf 


gets is that he has no way of meas- 
uring the distance and rate of speed 
he travels. 
On the surface of 
the 


earth objects are seen 
and 
passed 


The mind of the traveler is occupied 
the most of the time in estimating 
the time he is making and the dis- 
tance he has traversed. It has almost 
become an intuition not to be separ- 
ated from the acquired ideas of tht 
duration of time and the extent of 
space. 


The aeronaut flies through the air 


at a rate of 60 miles per hour, tfr is 
driven ahead of a gale at twice that 
speed. Like the sailor of the seas he 
must throw out a '"log" u he would 
have any reliable data on which tc 
base a calculation of the speed he is 
making and how far he has gone from 
his starting point. 
As he leaves the earth his first sen- 
sation is that it is dropping away from 
under him. Just the reverse of the 
sensation of the fellow 
who 
drops 


from a great height. The latter feels 
that the earth is rising up lo smite 
him 


Another "funny" feeling comes over 


the sailor of tne air as 
the 
earth 


grows dim under him. For ages he 
and his succe.ssois have seen objects 
grow small and less on the 
level or 


in the sky, but never before as lojked 
at beneath their feet. 


One other thing affec's him strange- 


ly in its novelty. Sound tra\elfa much 
easier vertically than it does horizon- 
tally. He can hear the yens of 
the 


crowds long after they think they are 
yelling into unresponsive space. 
He 


hears the silute of the barnyard cock 
a good deal farther than he can see 
the rooster himself. 


The upper air is full of wonders for 


the aeronaut. Wonders not hinted at 
by scientist a few years ago.

INSANEASYLUM 


Mob of Patients Makes Desperate 


Attempt to Escape. 


STOOD OFF THEIR GUARDS 


Madmen Subdued When One of Their 


Number Was Shot and Killed and 
the Keepers Reinforced — Large Dor- 
mitories Wrecked — Outbreak Plan-

Plattsburg, N. Y., Aug. 23.— For two 


hours a mob of patients at the state 
hospital for the criminal insane in 
Dannemora stood off their guards 
while others made a desperate attempt 
to force an exit from the building. Not 
until one of the mad men had been 
shot and killed, and the guaids rein- 
forced by less violent inmates and vil- 


was the outbreak suppressed 


fhe patients again locked in their 


rooms. Two large dormitories were 
Wrecked, windows were smashed, iron 
gratings were bent and walls damaged. 


The dead man was Isaac Dubois, 


who had been at the hospital only a 
short time. 
Convicted of larceny in 


the second degree, he \\as subsequent- 
ly ordered to the state hospital. The 
outbreak was planned with great cun- 
ning and carried out with reckless 
boldness. All had been quiet among 
the 3,200 men in the institution, when, 
without any noticeable signal, almost 
all of the inmates, who had been lined 
up for retiring, rushed into two of the 
big dormitories and slammed the doors 
in the faces of the surprised guards. 
who rushed after them. The madmen 
barricaded the doors with beds and 
other furniture and began a fierce as- 
sault on the barred windows. It was 
Impossible for them to force the doors, 
and guards were stationed at all the 
outside windows and ordered to shoot 
at arms or hands appearing through 
the windows. All of the fire hose was 
then connected and heavy sti earns of 
water directed at the windows. But 
thte insane rioteis put mattresses in 
the windows and continued to hammer 
at the stonework in which the bars 
are fixed, all the while shouting and 
shrieking. Several shots were fired by 
the -guards, and when the riot was 
quelled it was discovered that Isaac 
Dubois had been killed.

KILL OFF THE RATS. - 


How These Poultry House Nuisance* 


May Be Exterminated. 


The following is taken from a pub- 


lication of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture known as bulle- 
tin No. 297 and entitled "Methods of 
Destroying Hats:" 


1'or poisoning rats in buildings and 


yards occupied by poultry the follow- 
ing method is recommended: Two 
wooden boxes should be used, one con- 
siderably larger than the other aud 
each having two or more holes in the j 
sides large enor.fth to admit rats. The 
poisoned bait should be placed on 
the bottom and near the middle of 
the larger box, and the smaller box j 
should then be Inverted over it. Rats 
thus have free access to the bait, 
but fowls are excluded.

of destroying rats. 
The improved 


modern traps with a wire fall released 
by a baited trigger and driven by a

raps, are of many designs, but the 
nore simply constructed are to be pre- 
ferred. Probably those made entirely 
of metal are best, as they are less 
Ikoly to absorb and retain odors. 
Sundry baits for guillotine traps are 


given and methods of baiting, and the 
bulletin gives the following: 


By the persistent use of traps, occa- 


sional resort to poison, and the exer- 
cise of forethought in the construction 
of farm buildings so as to minimize 
the opportunities for harborage, farm- 
ers and others may prevent the greater 
iart of the loss and annoyance they 
now experience from rat depredations. 
The same statement applies in great 
measure to city and village conditions; 
lence co-operation in the warfare on 
rats is particularly Important and can- 
not be too strongly urged.
